H aving received enough 
favorable replies to insure the con­ 
cu rre n t action of E uropean pow ers in 
h is endeavor to localize w ithin as 
sm all an rre a as possible th e hostili­ 
ties In th e far E ast and to insure over 
as m uch of C hina as possible her neu­ 
tra lity , S ecretary Hay has addressed 
notes to R ussia and Jap an inviting 
th e ir co-operation in 
th is endeavor 
and announcing th a t th e U nited S tates 
stood stalw artly for th is principle. 
It 
w as know n in advance th a t both the 
co m b atan t pow ers desire th e localiza­ 
tion of th e war. 
In th e present p riod of the negotla 
tio n s sta te developm ent officials find 
It inexpedient to discuss the various 
step s w hich led up to th e issuance of 
th e note, but from a diplom at w hose 
g ov ern m ent w hile en tirely n eu tral is 
co n v ersan t w ith th e progress of events 
th is statem en t w as obtained today: 
“To S ecretary H ay undoubtedly be­ 
longs th e full credit for tbe in itiatio n 
of th is policy, which is th e boldest 
step yet taken by any country for the 
p reserv atio n of th e in teg rity of China. 
The W ashington governm ent, how ever, 
aw aited 
a suggestion from an o th er 
pow er before issuing the circu lar note. 
G erm any called th e atten tio n of the 
U nited S tates to th e desirability of 
lim iting th e hostilities to the tw o com ­ 
b a ta n t pow ers. 
Among my conferees 
th e belief is general th a t G erm any a c t­ 
ed w ith th e know ledge of R ussia, but 
of of th is I am not certain . 
In this 
connection it should be rem em bered 
th a t both R ussia and Ja p a n are m ost 
anxious to confine h o stilities to th em ­ 
selves, and in this they undoubtedly 
have the support of my governm ent 
and all th e pow ers. 
It was im possible 
for G reat B ritain to m ake th e sug­ 
gestion and hope for its serious con­ 
sid eratio n by R ussia. 
F rance would 
have been disposed to reg ard w ith 
suspicion any such proposition com ing 
from G erm any and Jap an would have 
hesitated to acquiesce In a like su g ­ 
gestion em anating from F ran ce. 
The 
U nited S tates w as the only pow er that 
could tak e the initiative. 
“N ot only, how ever, h as th e se cre ta­ 
ry suggested the lim iting of th e zone 
of h o stilities, but he h as im proved the 
o pp o rtu n ity to m ake an o th er step to ­ 
w ard preserving C hina's integrity. Ex­ 
am ination of his note will show no 
referen ce w hatever to th e in teg rity of 
C hina, b u t certainly the neutralization 
of th a t country m ust co n trib u te pow­ 
erfully to the preservation of C hina's 
in teg rity and the m aintenance of Its 
a d m in istrativ e control. 
T he note is 
general In c h aracter and th erein lies 
its g re a te st strength. 
G erm any w as 
the first to respond favorably. 
In the 
case of F rance it w as necessary for 
th a t governm ent to assu re Itself th at 
th ere w as nothing in th e suggestion to 
which R ussia might tak e exception." 
A fter 
addressing G erm any. 
G reat 
B ritain and 
France, S ecretary Hay 
sent the sam e note tc th e o th er pow­ 
ers sig n ato ry to the peace protocol of 
1900 including A ustria-H ungary, Italy, 
N etherlands, Belgium and Spain, and 
finally he addressed th e com batants. 
R ussia and Japan, inviting th eir co 
o peration In th e support of the priu 
ciple fo r w hich this governm ent stood.
